The Edinburgh Hr vine for Ju ly has an 
interesting article on Naval Forces in the 
1‘ii.cific, w hich exhibits the surprising ad­ 
vances m ade by Russia of iatc years in 
-securing a firm foothold on this side of the 
w orld, and a t the same tim e contains m any 
very suggestive and im portant observations 
in regard to th e statu? of other powers in 
th e Pacific. 
I t is show n th a t R ussia lias 
been quietly b u t uninterruptedly w orking 
on several good ports about the A moor 
country, and particularly those lodged so 
conveniently behind the screen of th at 
Island of Saghalien which she purchased 
from Japan a few years ago. 
There arc 
here several quite valuable harbors, bu t 
one of them , named V ladivostock, “ lies in 
* ‘ the deep bight formed in th e coast line 
“ some 70 or 80 miles from th e m outh of 
“ th e Turner river. 
W e speak from p er­ 
s o n a l experience when we say th a t this 
“ harbor is one of 
th e 
finest 
in the 
“ world. 
T here is an outer anchorage, 
“ which 
is 
a 
fairly -sn u g 
roadstead, 
“ called 
the 
E astern Bo3phorus. 
From 
“ this 
runs 
direct 
to 
the 
rig h t 
the 
“ main harbor, called the Golden Horn. 
“ This is about three m iles long, and not 
“ much above half a mile wide. 
The 
“ largest ships can ride w ithin a few yards 
“ of the shore. 
The peculiar form of the 
“ port m akes its defense by batteries aud 
“ torpedoes easy.” 
The Russians fully 
appreciate the im portance of this harbor, 
an d have for some tim e been fortifying it, 
and preparing it fo ra regular naval station. 
T hey contem plate the establishm ent of a 
large navy yard there. 
They have already 
a considerable garri* >n living on the spot, 
an 1 work is proceeding steadily. 
They 
possess the great advantage of being in coc- 
sta u t laud com m unication w ith th eir own 
G overnm ent. 
For exam ple, the mail takes 
about tw o 111 nths to reach St. Petersburg 
from X ikolayovsch, while the voyage from 
Odessa to V ladivostok has been made by 
w ater in fifty-tw o days. 
The plan cf R us­ 
sia is to lit ou t sw ift steam ers from V ladi­ 
vostok, after the fashion of the Shenandoah. 
S h e 
has 
already 
gathered 
several 
such 
vessels 
there, 
aud 
a t 
the 
sam e tim e she has been steadily increasing 
her regular navy in the Pacific. 
The gen­ 
eral result of the inform ation given by the 
review er is the conclusion th a t in the event 
of a w ar betw een Russia and England the 
form er would be in a position to strik e tre ­ 
m endous blows at the commerce of her 
enem y in these waters, And th a t the En­ 
glish resistance would probably be, a t least 
for some tim e, ineffective. 
A war between 
Rusia and China would also expose the 
com m erce cf the la tte r to great risks, aud 
it is fu rth er evident th a t jf Russia goes on 
increasing her power in the Pacific, the 
tim e is n o t-d ista n t when she m ast become 
a m enace to the U nited States. 
In th at 
case 
it 
m ust 
be 
realized th a t a port 
like 
V ladivostok would 
dom inate 
the 
coast, 
unless th e 
W ashington 
G overn­ 
m ent had been wise iu time, and had 
provided a fleet capable of defending San 
Francisco from the sea. 
A? for th e fortifi­ 
cations of th a t city, they are perfectly 
w orthless. 
An enem y can lie off the Cliff 
H ouse beach and 
pitch his shells into 
M ontgom ery 
street 
w ithout 
th e 
least 
trouble, and therefore 
Fort Point and 
A lcatraz and all the rest of the batteries 
m ig h t as well be a hundred miles away. 
T he question of th e riso of R ussia as a naval 
pow er in th e Pacific is one which deeply 
concerns California, aud h er grow th in th a t 
direction ought to be w atched vigilantly, 
for it is inevitable th a t w ith her am bition 
and O riental w aut of principle and scru­ 
pulousness, a collision m ust some day occur 
betw een the republic and the empire. 


WADE HAMPTON'S STAUNTON SPEECH. 


An attem p t having been made to pro­ 
duce th e im pression th at W ade H am pton 
did not really say w hat was ascribed to 
him in the report of his Staunton speech, 
the New Y ork Tribune has been at the 
pains of printing side by side the speech as 
indorsed by him , and the speech originally 
published. 
A reference to this shows con­ 
clusively th a t the first report was the cor­ 
rect one, since it corresponds w ord for word 
w ith the e m a sc u la te d version, proving th a t 
the latter has m erely been pruned to suit 
the emergency. 
In addition to th is evi­ 
dence may be cited the statem ent of the 
Staunton 
Valley 
Virginian, 
the journal 
which reported th e speech when it was de­ 
livered. I t says : “ W e do not know w hat 
“ w as in G eneral H am pton’s m ind w hen he 
“ delivered his speech in Staunton, b u t we 
“ do know w h at 
his language m eant. 
“ H e declared th a t th e D em ocratic party, 
“ under H ancock’s lead, was fighting for

“ son fought for, and for w hich the South- 
“ ern soldiers died. 
T here was no quali-

One of the m ost singular assemblages 
ever held iu this w orld has ju st m et at 
Cincinnati. 
I t is nothing less th an a con­ 
vention of deaf m utes. 
A ll the proceed­ 
ings are carried on by signs, and it is 
necessarily th e quietest convention ever 
seen. 
Such a body w ould gladden the 
heart of old Thom as C arlyle, whose sensi­ 
tive moral nature has been excoriated all 
his long life by the ineradicable disposition 
to talk evinced by his fellow creatures. 
In his earnests efforts to preach the Gospel 
of Silence he him self has published a 
small library of books, and has thus been 
the actual cause and provocation of a great 
deal of talk w hich would never have been 
uttered had lie been more consistent. 
The 
deaf m utes, however, are a t least beyond 
tem ptation to g arru lity of th e usual kind. 
They m ay ra ttle aw ay upon th eir fingers in 
the m ost lively m anner, but no appeal to 
“ M r. C hairm an ” will be heard in their 
convention, nor can any orator expect 
the stim ulus of cheers. 
I t m ust be a 
strange and even painful spectacle, and 
y et it is no slight consolation to reflect 
upon the degree cf alleviation science has 
afforded to these unfortunates during th e 
last generation. T he deaf-m utes of to-day, 
thanks to well organized public beneficence 
and the progress of scientific research, are 
enabled to p articipate in m any pleasures 
which were entirely sh u t out from their 
predecessors in affliction. 
I t may be said 
th a t th eir burdens have been m ade as 
tolerable as possible to them , and so great 
have been the advances th a t as we now 
perceive th ey are able to hold th eir own 
in the world, and even to gather in mass 
convention for social purposes, after the 
fashion of those who possess th eir speech 
and hearing.

THE NEW 
YORK GCLD FEVER. 


The chief peculiarity about th e New 
Y ork gold fever thus far seems to be the 
absence of gold. 
T here ¡3 plenty of fever 
b u t nothing tangible to base it on. 
No 
doubt this circum stance doe3 not neces­ 
sarily weaken the excitem ent, since very 
many w idespread sensations of the kind 
have had no b etter foundation. 
Perhaps 
also th e tendency of a certain class of 
m inds tow ards liat-moncy theories in these 
days may increase the attractio n of fiat- 
m ining enterprises. 
On this coast we have 
had plenty of m ining w hich was really of 
the liat kind, b u t then there was alw ays 
assum ed to be a reality behind it, and 
there actually was a very solid reality in 
the vicinity, as a rule. 
In N ew Y ork, 
how ever, there does not seem to he any­ 
thing substantial in th e 
m etallic way. 
“ Colors” appear to have been found in 
some places, b u t practical m iners know 
th a t so m uch indication of auriferous de­ 
posits may be discovered alm ost anyw here 
in the world. 
T here is some vague ialk of 
quartz ledges, b u t so far as we can gather 
no satisfactory prospecting has been done. 
On th e whcle th e N ew Y ork m ining fever 
looks like a som ew hat abnorm al delusion, 
and if it results in anything more than the 
tieecing of sundry credulous sim pletons, 
we see no probability th u s far of a happier 
outcome.

N ew Y ork, A ugust 2Gth.—The new cam­ 
paign bicgraphv of Hancock, just published, 
contains the Bherman-Hancock correspond­ 
ence, from which the following are extracts : 
December 4, 187(3, Sherman, in granting 
Hancock’s application for a leave of absence 
to go to Carondelet, Mo., hopes soon that 
events will adm it of the return of the 
companies detached and in the South, add­ 
ing : “ B ut every time I make a move in that 
direction I am m et by unsurmountable ob­ 
jections. 
The political orders to Ruger from 
the President, sent through the Secretary of 
W ar, were not m ilitary. 
I would like much 
not to have our soldiers used in connection 
with a legislative body, but orders coming 
from the President have to be obeyed. They 
form a bad precedent, hut thus far have pre­ 
vented a collision of arms between two in­ 
flamed partisans.” 
Iu another letter, dated December 17tb, 
Sherman assures Hancock th at his mind 
may rest at peace about being ordered from 
New Y ork. 
“ There is n o ta word of truth 
in it. 
No serious changes in the command 
are contemplated. 
W hen they are you may 
he sure I will give you the earliest notice. 
There are 
men on mischief intent, who 
would gladly sow the seed of dissension 
among us of the arm y.” 
To this Hancock replies in the Carondelet 
letter of December 28th—already printed. 
Sherm an’s reply to this acknowledges the 
receipt of his most interesting letter. 
“ I 
am very glad to have your views in extenso 
upon subjects of such vital importance. 
Our 
standard of opinions are mostly formed on 
the practice of our predecessors, but a great 
change was made after the close of the civil 
war by the amendments of the Constitution, 
giving to the freed slaves certain civil anil 
political right», and empo vering Congress to 
make the laws necessary to enforce these 
rights. This power is new and absolute, and 
Congress 
has enacted 
laws with 
which 
we are not yet familiar aud accustomed. 
As a m atter of fact, I deslike to have our 
army used in these civil actions, but the 
President has the lawful right to use the 
army and navy, and has exercised the right, 
as he believes, lawfully and rightfully, and 
our duty has been, and is, to sustain him 
with soul and sincerity. 
As to the Presi 
dent’s election, we aie in no manner required 
to take the least action, but to recognize him 
as President whom the lawfully appointed 
officers declare to be such person. 
1 hope 
and pray that Congress will aeree on some 
method before the day and Lour arrives, but 
iu case of failure to elect by or before the 4th 
of March, there will be a vacancy in both 
offices of President and Vice-President, in 
which event the President of the Senate be­ 
comes President pro tempore, and a new elec­ 
tion will have to be held under the law of 
1792. 
I t is well that we should compare and 
agree before the crisis is upon us ; but I sure­ 
ly hope we may pass this ordeal safely and 
peacefully. 
I will be pleased to hear from 
you at any tim e.” . 
' H arcock writes from New York. January 
2d, that an anonymous communication to 
the Secretary of W ar, dated Louisville, D e­ 
cember 10th, reached his headquarters on the 
27th from the A djutant General of the Army. 
“ I t represents that in the contemplated up­ 
rising of the people to enforce the inaugur­ 
ation of Tilden or Hendricks the depot at 
Jeffersonville is to be seized, and is expected 
to arm and clothe a standing army of Dem ­ 
ocrats.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


THE 
COBIING 
OF 
PRESIDENT 
HAYES. 


MILITARY 
CREEDMOOR 
TEAM. 


Concerning the coming of President Hayes, 
to which reference was made yesterday, it 
has been ascertained through semi-official 
sources that General McDowell, as Com­ 
mander of the Military Division of the Pa­ 
cific, will proceed from San Francisco on the 
7th of September with members of his 9taif 
and others, and meet President Hayes at 
lleno on the 8th, welcome him and party 
and escort them to San Francisco. On the 
¡'th the President and party will be in Oak­ 
land and attend the “ Admission D ay’’cele­ 
bration, when Governor Perkins and staff 
will also be present, and the First Artillery 
ltegiment, Colonel Haymond, will form part 
of the escort. On the 10th the party will 
rest. 
On the 11th they will be the special 
guests of General McDowell, enjoy a sail 
about Sail Francisco Bay, and be entertained 
by the General at his quarters at Black 
Point. After that the President and party 
will proceed upon one of the tours to points 
of interest on the coast, two or three of which 
are iu contemplation. It is the intention and 
expectation that the President and party will 
be present at the S’ate Fair, which begins on 
the 20th of September, invitations extended 
by the State Board of Agriculture having 
1-een accepted. Regarding the visit of the 
President to the Capitol, which is to occur at 
such an auspicious time—the recurrence of 
the annual exposition of the industry and 
production of the State—there has, since yes­ 
terday, been much public comment. It is 
generally expressed that the State Fair pro­ 
gramme will, in itself, make up in a large 
degree fitting exercises for the entertainment 
of the party ; but that it is meet and proper 
that 
other 
details 
shall be 
arranged, 
and 
that 
the 
capital 
city 
should 
join in the 
formal welrome, and send 
a delegation to the State line to greet him, as 
the State Board of Agriculture will also 
probably do. 
At that time also, it is said, 
the delegation can make definite arrange­ 
ments with the party concerning the more 
detailed reception here, about the2Ist or22d, 
aud the hour of its arrival, that the people 
may 
have 
timely 
information 
of 
the 
fact. 
Concerning 
the 
suggestion 
that 
the 
Governor 
be 
requested 
to 
join 
in 
the 
welcome 
by 
the 
city, it 
is 
ascertained that the Governor expresses a 
delicacy concerning it which may be taken 
to amount to a declination in advance, be be­ 
ing understood to hold that it is more proper 
for the municipality to act icelependently of 
and not rely upon him, and that any recep­ 
tion by him must properly be held at the 
State Department. 
But it is sai.l by those 
who are, it is assumed, authorized to speak 
for the Governor, that he may determine to 
proceed to the State line and meet the Presi­ 
dent, of his own motion, and welcome him 
there in behalf of the State. 


A d u lte b t. a s E x p la in e d by S t a t u t e — 
The cases of Mrs. Bauer and McKee came up 
for their examination yesterday upon the 
charge of adultery, with the badly shot coat 
and dress and the shivered bed-post as cir­ 
cumstantial witnesses, but it is claimed that 
under the statute even the confession of the 
parties to the act would not make a case of 
adultery, and that nothing short of open and 
habitual cohabitation would constitute that 
offense. 
W ithout any reference therefore to 
the absolute facts in the presentca.es, the de­ 
fendants were both discharged. 
The follow­ 
ing is the statute upon the subject. “ Section 
I. Every person who lives iu a state of open 
and notorious cohabitation and adultery is 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and is punishable 
by a fine of nut exceeding §1,000, or impris­ 
onment in the County -Tail not exceeding one 
year. 
Section 2. If two persons, each being 
married to another, live together in a state of 
open and notori >us cohabitation and adultery, 
each is guilty of a felony, aud punishable 
by imprisonment in the State Prison not 
exceeding five years.” It is h°ld that under 
this statute single acts of infidelity, which 
would le regarded and punished as adultery 
in m "St States, and even any number of like 
offenses, promiscuous or otherwise, so long 
as they do not become matter of “ no­ 
toriety.” do not come under the prohibition of 
the i.egislature, are not regarded as an of­ 
fense by the law, and have no penalty except 
by pi-bd or shotgun. There was considera­ 
ble taik yesterday after the discharge of the 
defendants in favor of the shooting policy on 
sight iu Biich cases, as the only protection for 
marital honor, iu the absence of any law 
reaching the case, aud that it would be diffi­ 
cult to find juries to convict h r wholesale and 
premeditated bhooting in such cases.

It was held by the Pacific team 
one year. Both the above trophies are stipu­ 
lated by the rules to be held by winning 
parties for the period of one year. The next 
is the army an 1 navy prize, which is an elab­ 
orate beautiful silver vase. This has been 
won three times by the Seventh ltegiment, 
New Yoik m ilitia; once by the Engineer 
Battalion, United States army, and la3t year 
was carried off by the skill of the Bingham­ 
ton Twenty-fourth separate company of New 
York militia.

given the matter of grape-growing especial 
attention, replies to inquiries made of him 
relative to the grape crop of 1880 as fol­ 
lows : 
“ The largest crop of grapes ever 
grown in this State is now on the vines. All 
vineyardists are in fine spirit over the pros­ 
pects ; and like the wheat growers want and 
hope to realize big prices. " I t is encourag­ 
ing to grape-growers, anti many calculations 
are now being made by the owners of vine­ 
yards to extend and increase their vineyards, 
while a few years ago many pulled out the 
vines and putin grain. The improvement in 
prices of wine and brandy has caused this 
reaction to a great extent, together with the 
re [sir ted failure of the grape crop in Europe, 
which, however, has been greatly over-stated, 
as the importation of French and German 
wine during the last year in the port of New 
York has increased in 1879 20 per cent, over 
the year 1878, as shown by the Custom-hou.se 
reports for the year ending July 1, 1880. 
The last three years crop 
of grapes 
in 
this State has been light, owing mostly 
to the fact that grape-growers became dis­ 
couraged in not realizing large prices for their 
grapes, which average from §12 to 810 per 
ton. 
The present crop prospect in this State 
will naturally make grape-buyers hold back 
and not contract for grapes at advance prices 
over laA year. The wine business of Cali­ 
fornia is beginning only to get on a good 
business basis. The grape-growers are be­ 
ginning to realize the fact that their business 
is to raise grapes only, and to sell them to 
experienced wine-makers and brandy distillers 
who have the capital, facilities and knowledge 
of the business. 
This tends to throw the 
business into fewer hands, and the result is a 
better grade of wine and brandy is being pro­ 
duced, and hence the increased demand for 
our native wines and brandies. Grape-buy­ 
ers are willing to pay fair prices, but they 
will be governed greatly by the prices they 
can realize for the wine and brandy in the 
market, which at this time appears fiat, and 
low prices now are the ruling rates for all 
character of wine, particularly the dry wine. 
As yet no prices for grapes have been fixed, 
and the grape-growers will probably be dis­ 
appointed in realizing high prices.”

A t the same 
works there is being built a ten-stamp mill 
for the Excelsior Mining Company of Placer 
county. 


N o ta r y P u b lic .—Victor Montgomery has 
been reappointed by the Governor a Notary 
Public for the county of Los Angeles, to re­ 
side at Anaheim ; also George B. .Shaffer, for 
the same place. 


The Rising Star Mining Company have 
started work in their gravel claim, eight 
miles above Sierra City, near Gold lake. 
Two shifts (four men I are employed. 
A 
shaft is now down 65 feet. 
The Tiuckee Blue Gravel Company, Mo­ 
hawk valley, Sierra county, are said to 
have 25 feet of gravel, prospecting 83 50 
to the car load. 
They are running a tun 
nel to the bottom of their shaft. 
The Chips mine, Sierra eonnty, is being 
reopened. 
This ledge was partially de­ 
veloped in 1868, and has a ten-stamp mill 
The quartz averages 822 a ton, and is car­ 
ried out through a tunnel, now in 165 
feet. 
The Richmond Consolidated mine of Eu­ 
reka county, Nevada, paid a dividend of 
10s. per share in London on the 6th of 
August. 
This is equal to 8135,000, and 
makes a total of $2,721,000 paid by the 
■mine to date. 
The Monumental mine, Southern Oregon, 
has suspended operations for a short time 
for necessary repairs on machinery. Three

ton from the mine last week. 
Some large specimens of free gold ore 
from the Rocky Bar mine are on exhibition 
at the Citizens’ Bank, Nevada City, and 
hundreds of people flocked there Monday 
to see them. 
A thousand dollars was of­ 
fered for one piece of quartz and refused. 
■ The Sutro Independent says th at owing 
to the extreme hot and foul air in the 
header of the south lateral branch of the 
Sutro tunnel, all work there has been sus­ 
pended for the present, and it is hard to 
say just when and how air wiJJ be procured 
to allow the resumption of said work. 
The Calumet and Hccla Copper Com­ 
pany, of Michigan, paid a dividend of §5 
per share, equal to §500,C00, in Boston on 
the ltilh. 
This is a larger dividend than 
is now paid bv any other min ng incorpo­ 
ration in the United States. 
The company 
have paid 817,650,000 since work was com­ 
menced. 
McMurry & Hupp finished cleaning up 
for the season last week, says the Chico 
Enterprise, and, as usual with this claim, 
the yield was immense. 
All told, the mine 
turned out for the season of 1879-80 the 
nice sum of 1,428 ounces of clean dust, or 
about 820,000. 
There are few if auy bet­ 
ter mines in the State. 
A company of Chinese are working the 
bed of Bear river, just below the junction 
of Greenhorn creek with th at stream, says 
the Grass Valley Union. 
Tho stream has 
been turned over to the Nevada county 
shore, and a large area of ground inclosed 
by an embankment, within which the pits 
are dug through the deposits down toward 
bedrock, and the pumps placed there­ 
in 
to 
pump 
out 
the 
water. 
The 
same company worked at this point of the 
river last year, except th at they worked 
next to the Nevada hank. 
This year they 
have changed to the other bank directly 
opposite. 
This looks if last year’s opera­ 
tions were sufficiently encouraging to in­ 
duce them to turn the stream again this 
season. 
A wagou load of rock from the Salmon 
mine, near Custer, Dakota, was lately 
taken to Dead wood. 
The Black Hills Pio­ 
neer says : There is from 1,200 to 1,800 
pounds of the rock ; some of it a hard white 
quartz, some of it white flecked with black, 
and some of it as black as manganese, but 
all of it is literally gleaming with gold. 
Every piece of it is veined and seamed and 
dotted with glistening yellow metal, so 
th at the ore itself would almost do to pol­ 
ish up for jewelry. 
Some of it assays 
SIS.OUO to the ton, and all of it far up into 
the hundreds. 
The one drawback about it 
is th at it is refractory ore, and will not 
yield its gold to any of the processes now 
I in use in the Hills. 
It is to be shipped to 
Omaha for working. 
There is a 14 inch 
vein of th¡3 rich ore, and a 10-foot vein 
th at will run iuto the hundreds to the ton. 
The. Bodie Free Press gives an account 
of a noted mining camp of the past, and 
says : 
Iu 1858 what was known as the 
Dogtown diggings were discovered on the 
upper waters of the East Walker, distant 
from Bodie in a southwest direction about 
tw enty miles. 
The following year the 
little town of Monovi’.le was started. 
For 
a year or so it was a flourishing hamlet, 
and altogether, first an 1 last, there was 
probably g o l d to the amount of half a 
million dollars shipped from there. 
There 
is little sign of a town ever having existed 
there now. The placer gold came from small 
but rich ledges of quartz, eroded away' by 
atmospheric agencies. 
Quite a ditch was 
brought across the divide from Virginia 
creek, a main source of the East ’’Valter. 
It was by means of this ditch that the 
waters and lakes of Mill creek came to be 
stocked with fi-h. 
Mining has been car­ 
ried on a t intervals ever since the original 
discovery, July 4, 1859, several parties 
realizing handsome sums of money. There 
is enough now doing to keep the waters 
muddied. 
W ith an arastra some of those 
small veins could be made to pay, by 
proper management, while the benches and 
ravines roundabout still contain substant:al 
deposits of placer gold of a fine quality.
